She had boiled the spaghetti the day 
before the dinner, then handled it 
while placing it in a large pan— it 
was then “planted” with typhoid 
bacilli from her fingers—then pour- 
ed a Spanish sauce over it, and next 
baked it in an oven, so that it was 
served fresh and hot. 

At first thought it seemed impos- 
sible that the typhoid bacilli could 
have escaped destruction by the 
heat of the oven. But Dr. Sawyer 
prepared a dishful of spaghetti, in- 
oculated it with typhoid bacilli, and 
baked it for hours im a hot oven, 
until the whole top of the food was 
a charred mass. And,then a ther- 
mometer was introduced, and it was 
found that an inch below the sur- 
face the temperature had not risen 
bigh enough to harm the bacilli. In 
fact, the warmth had actually foster- 
;ed their multiplication.
